In the Pen Argyl region of Pennsylvania, the Vendor has four operations and in 
the Slatington district it operates the well known ''GENUINE WASHINGTON" 
and " PROVIDENT " quarries, and controls the production of a large number 
of quarries operating on the "BIG BEDS"- the combined output in the Slatington 
region is about 90 per cent, of the total. 

In the Vermont territory the Vendor Slate Company is by far the most important 
factor. It owns the only quarry operating on ''RED SLATE" and either operates 
or controls the production of every class of Slate named or featured m this catalogue. 

The reserve stocks of the Vendor Slate Company in the various slate regions 
are m excess of the combmed stocks of all other slate operators.

ARCHITECTURAL QUALITY 
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ALONG THE BORDER LINE of the States of Vermont and New York 
and only a few miles from the world famous marble quames lie the 
Penrhyn Hills, bordered by a comparatively small stream known as the 
Menowee River. 

This range of hills contains deposits of the most beautiful slate rock in 
Amenca— m fact it is so similar to the slate produced in the renowned "Penrhyn" 
quames of Wales that the name "Penrhyn" was given them by the Welshmen who 
first exploited them. 

In the early days of these quames the demand was entirelv confined to a smooth 
surfaced, even colored slate and whilst large quantities of "Purple"' and "Green" 
roofing slates of this type were produced, the rougher textured rock of varied colors 
which was more difficult to "split" was discarded and thrown on the waste heaps 
At a later date the general depression and period of low pnces combined with the 
cessation of budding aamties n^de the operations unremunerative and the quames 
were closed down tor a penod of about 20 years. 

In the intenm the beauties of the old slate roofe of England and other pans of 
Europe w_ere studied and became fully appreaated by American Architeas and the 
demand for similar materials became persistent, and large; this meant an entirely 
changed concepnon of the matenal necess.ues of a slate roof-a transition from the 
stnaly commeraal matenal to a highly Architectural Texturefril requirement

The quarrying of the rock is of itself a highly skiUed operation in order to avoid 
shattering the most valuable blocks-the "spUtting" of the blocks into the desired 
thickness of a satisfactory texture of Architectural quality and the "trimming" to a 
suitable size can only be undertaken by craftsmen who have had a life training- in 
almost every instance they are native Welshmen. 

In the offering of "Mettowee Stone" the Vendor Slate Company assures the 
Architectural Profession that the quality, blend of colors, and general Architectura 
excellence is unequaUed by any other slate deposits m America. The exposure of the 
rock in the numerous quarry openings for so many years has produced weathered 
and colorfueffeas that are impossible of duplication from freshly opened quai^ es 
A roof of Mettowee Stone" has the immediate effect of a roof that has beenlTd 
for a great number of years -meUowness of color and beauty of texture.

Mettowee Stone is essentially an Archited's Slate and especially adaptable 
to roofs where texture, color, general excellence and integrity of the material itself in 
addition to the architectural effectiveness, is the paramount object. 

The plates showing examples of the colorings obtainable in Mettowee Stone 
should be considered as representative of the different beds of the Slate rather than 
as an exact sample, as minor variations exist both in shadings and texture. 

Mettowee Stone is not offered in standard or commercial thicknesses as the 
more highly colored effeas are procurable only by following the natural line of cleavage 
which varies considerably, but rarely allowing of a less thickness than three 
eighths of an inch.

After a close study of almost every type of tUe from old European buildings 
these materials were finally discarded by Architect Theodate Pope in favor of Vendor

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SPECIFICATIONS 

FOR GRADUATED ARCHITECTURAL SLATE ROOFS 



1 PREPARATION OF ROOF— Before starting work, the roofer shall examine all roof 
surfaces and report for correction, all defects likely to interfere with his work or guarantee. 

2 Carpenter Contractor shall provide in place at all eaves a beveled cant strip of proper 
thickness for the slate. 

3 PAPER — Cover all roof surfaces intended for receiving slate with 40-lb. (Steep pitches 30-lb-) 
asphalt impregnated roofing felt of approved brand. The felt shall be well lapped, laid to shed 
water and in undamaged condition when the slate is applied. 

4 NAILS — Each slate shall be secured with at least two (2) copper or yellow metal slaters' 
nails of length in every instance to penetrate the roof boarding one (i) inch. 

5 Nails securing slate must in no instance be driven through flashings. 

6 CEMENT — Within 1 ft. of dormers, vertical walls, valleys, ndges, hips and similar places, slate 
shall be laid in an approved brand of elastic cement approximating the general color value of slate. 

7 SLATE Cover all properly felted roof surfaces so mtended with Mettowee Stone roofmg slate 
supplied by the Vendor Slate Company, Easton, Pa., with their certificates as to kmd and quality. 

8 Thickness, graduation and character of laying shall be as per layout prepared by the Vendor 
Slate Company under the Architect's direction.
